DOWN ‘MANDATE 


RESOLUTION BANNING WILsoN’s 
“ARMENIA REQUEST SENT 
TO HOUSE. 


PLAN TO DELAY IS BLOCKED 


Vote On Question ip Overwhelming 
With Democrats Standing By 
A Republicans. 


Washington, — President Wilson's 
plea for an American mandate over 
Armenia was rejected in the senate 
by a vote of more than two to one. 

Thirteen Democrats cast their votes 
with the united Republican member- 
ship on the final roll call, and the 
resolution “respectfully declining’ to 
grant congressional authority for the 
mandate was adopted 52 to 23 in the 
form drafted by the Hepublican lead- 
ers. 

The resolutich was sent to the house 
and the leaders there planned to adopt 
it without change. They sald they 
hoped for as decisive a majority as 
the measure was given in the senate. 

In the debate the Democratic ledd- 
ers counselled delay, and tried to put 
the decision over until the next ses- 
sion of congress. Scarcely a voice 
was raised in out and out advocacy of 
accepting the mandate, and on motion 
to amend the resolution so that the 
requested authority would be given, 
only 12 senators, all of them Demo- 
crats, voted in the affirmative. Rec- 
orded against the motion wére 23 
Democrats and 39 Republicans. 

In their effort to ward off action, 
which they argued was advisable be- 
cause of the peace deadlock, the min- 
ority leaders had better success. A 
motion to send the resolution back to 
committee with instructions that it be 
reported “after ratification of a peace 
treaty with the central powers,” mus- 
tered almost solid Democratic support, 
but wag lost, 43 to 34.

up in the senate last summer, it was 
understood that Colombia had agreed 
to the changes.

HOUSE CRIMPS WAR-TIME POWER 


Votes to Kill Emergency Acts With 
Two Exceptiong, 


Washington.—By a vote of 323 to 3 
tbe house adopted and sent to the 
senate a resolution repealing all war- 
time laws except the Lever food con- 
trol act and the trading-with-the-ene- 
my act. 

Though supporting the resolution, 
Deniocrats protested against continu- 
ing in force the Lever act and express- 
ed doubt whether the repeal bill as 
drafted covered all war legislation, 
particularly the espionage act. On 
the roll call, however, only three 
Democrats opposed the resolution. 

Representative Walsh, Republican, 
Massachusetts, in charge of the repeal 
resolution, replying to the expressed 
doubts of the Democrats, said all war 
laws, excepting the two specifically 
mentioned by the resolution and the 
Hberty and victory loan acts, would 
be repealed by the measure. Continu- 
ance of the Lever act, Mr. Waish de- 
clared, was necessary so the govern- 
ment would have a jaw to punish prof- 
iteering in food, clothing and other 
neceBasities. 


Army Bil Cut in Conference. 

Washington.—The army reorganiza- 
tion biN | emerged from conference 
shorn of senate proposals for federal- 
ization of the national guard, for a 
voluntary universal training system 
and for automatie revival of tht war- 
time selective service act on declara- 
tlon of a war emergency.

MOVE CARS OUT OR PAY FINES 


1, ©. C- Says Roads Trifle With De- 
mand To Relieve Congestion. 

Washnigton.— Warning that the pen- 
al provisions of the interstate com- 
merce act would be invoked unless the 
railroads comply with orders designed 
to relieve freight congestion was is- 
sued by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

The commission in a letter to the 
chairman of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives’ Car Service commit- 
tee, said inspectors’ reports had shown 
deliveries of equipment as ordered by 
the commission were not being made. 


The matter will be investigated, the 
commission added. 

The telegram said: 

“The commission desires to state 


that the present enrergency which led 
the commission to issue its service or- 
ders numbers 1, 2 and 3 (relative to 
interchange of freight cars; to abro- 
gation of inter-road contracts and con- 
tracts with shippers as to freight rout- 
ings; and to deviation of freight from 
regular routes), is of such grave char- 
acter that full and prompt compliance 
with the orders in detail must be ex- 
pected. . 

“In candor, the commission feels it 
should so state to executives or car- 
riers who are represented by the com- 
mittee of which you are chairman, 


that prompt, full and literal compli- 
ance with these service orders is ex- 
pected and that violations thereof 
would be made the subject of inquiry 
by the commission with the view to 
institution of proceedings for the en- 
forcement of the penal provisions of 
the interstate commerce act governing 


violations of orders of the commission 
in such cases.” 


HOPE TO AVERT STATE TIEUP 


Railway Officials Says Cars Will Con- 
tinue To Operate, 


Jackson---Belief was expressed by 
officials of the Michigan Kailway here 
that there would be no interruption in 
interurban service between southern 
Michigan cities, nor In city service in 
Kalamazoo, Jackson, Battle Creek and 
Lansing. They based their cfaims on 
an agreement with the car men tH 
keep the cars in operation, pending 
completion of negotiations for fare in- 
creases necessary to put ip effect wage 
increases conceded the carmen recent- 
ly by a board of arbitration.

WARTIME -LAW REPEAL AND 
WATER POWER BILL VETOED 
BY PRESIDENT. 


BUDGET BILL FAILS TO PASS 


Merchant Marine and immigration 
Bilis Signed—Postal Pay Raise 
Also Becomes Law. 


Washington.—Eleven bills and res- 
olutions passed by. congress in the 
closing days of its session, including 
the water power measure and the joint 
resolution repealing most of the war- 
time laws and proclamations were 
killed by President Wilson through a 
“pocket veto.” Fifty-eight measures, 
including the merchant marine bill 
and that providing for the exclusion 
and expulsion of aliens from the 
United States who are members of an- 
archistic organizations, were approved, 

The bill to crate a national budget 
system failed of action in the senate 
and automatically died when congress 
adjourned, not to meet again until De- 
cember 6, unless some grave emer- 
gency arises which makes a special 
gession necessary. 


Among other bills which received 
the “pocket veto” was that auchor- 
izing the detailing of naval officers as 
instructors in the navies of South 
American republics and a resolution 
authorizing appointment of a commis- 
sion to confer with the Canadian gov- 
ernment with regard to the restric- 
fions on pulp wood coming into the 


United States. Most of the other 
mneasures were minur ones 
The postal pay increas» bill, under 


which postottice employes will receive 
$33,000,000 additional salary next year 
and more thereafter, and the merchant 
marine bill were signed by the pres- 
ident. 


CAR AND AUTO MEET, 5 KILLED 


Machine Struck With Terrific Force, 
Carried 250 Feet, 

Grand Rapids, Mich —Five persons, 
aman, woman and three children, 
were killed when the automobile in 
which they were riding was struck by 
a Michigan railway interurban car at 
the crossing one inile south of Jenison 
Sunday. 

Witnesses declare that although the 
interurban car blew its whistle as it 
approached the crossing, the automo- 
hile sped on, the driver apparently 
unaware of the danger. The automo- 
bile was struck squarely, and was 
rolled over and over ahead of the car. 
The occupants of the machine were 
hurled out as it was thrown ahead of 
the car. Each victim was badly 
mangled. 

Mrs John Winter, only eye witness 
of the accident, declared that the 
driver of the car was a 16 year old 
boy.

NEW YORK CENSUS COMPLETED 


Figures Announced Show Population 
of 5,621,151. 


Washington.--New York City hada 
population of 5,621,151 on January 2, 
an increase of 854,268, or 17.9 per cent 
over 1910, acccrding to figures an- 
nounced by the census bureau. The 
rate of growth was smaller than ever 
before in the city’s history, except in 
the decade ending in 1870, while the 
increase numerically was smaller than 
either of the two decades preceding 
1910, 

The latest estimate of the popula- 


tion of the city of London, ‘made in 
1917, was 4,026,901, a decrease from 
the official census of 1911,. which 
showed a population of 4.521.685. 

Comparison of the pnpulation of 
New York city with that of London is 
declared by census burean officials to 
be difficult because of the areas cov- 
ered by the various designations of 
the citles. New York city proper cov. 
ers 287 square miles, while for census 
purposes the city and county of Lon- 
don cover 118 square miles.

Poisoning Field Micd. 

Field mice are very destructive to 
fruit trees this year and do not over- 
look some ornamental trees. The 
mice can be poisoned by cutting ap 
ples into pieces about an inch square 
and placing a small amount of pow- 
dered strychnine to each plece. 

Polsoned wheat can also be used to 
Kill mice. Bailey gives the following 
formula: Scald five quarts of clean 
wheat and drain. Take two-thirds of 
a cupful of white sugar, dissolve with 
sufficient water to make & syrup, add 
powdered strychnine, stir thoroughly 
until a thin paste is formed. Pour 
this on the damp wheat. Stir thorough- 
ly for at least fifteen minutes, Add 
one pint of powdered sugar, stir: add 
five to ten drops of rhodium and the 
same quantity of of] of aniseed. Scat- 
‘ter where the mice are troublesome.

‘That Day Officially Set for Inaugura- 


tion of the President of the 
United States. 


President Washington was Inaug- 
urated for his second term, beginning 
March 4, 1798, and all che other pres- , 
idents, except four, who were inaug- 
urated March 3, because the 4tb fell 
on Sunday. 

The four exceptions were Presidents 


Monroe, second term, 1821; Taylor, | 


1840; Hnyes, 1877; and President Wil- 
son's secdnd term, 1917. President 
Hayes took the oath March 3, 1877, 
and was formally inaugurated on the 
following Mondays. President Wilson 
took the oath for his second terms va 
Sunday, March 4. The usual foaag- 
nratiog parade took place the next 
day. 

‘The question as to whether, fn the 
event of March 4 falling on Sunday 
at the beginn.ng of a term, there being 
an interregnum of one full day {n the 
offiee, was first brought by John 
Quincy Adains when he wag secretary 
of stute. He applied for a dictum of 
the Supreme court to guide the man- 
ner of fnaugurating President Monroe 
for his second term, The opinion of 
Chief Justice Marshal! does not pro- 
hibit the president from taking thé 
oath and entering his duties imme 
diately after midnight of March 8, 
even if March 4 falls on Sunday.
